Salomon  Mussiett,  now 
nearing  retirement  as  a  Bap¬ 
tist  pastor,  is  the  patriarchal 
type.  He  takes  great  pride 
in  his  seven  sons  and  three 
daughters!  This  adoration  is 
shared  by  hit  lovely,  warm¬ 
hearted  wife. 

In  the  early  days  he  suffered 
hard  persecution,  having  been 
stoned  a  number  of  times  while 
preaching  on  the  streets.
